It ahonld al.so \>c 
liuny where thu air is cieiu' aud cool, 
but not iu a titroufj cnrront, as tlxin il 
will dry out itb jiuees. It ia anii! tlmt 
if \ou Bteani a tuugh piece of meat for 
liulf an hour, theu roast it in tlie urdi- 
iiary manner, it will be tender. 

Calcimink. Wliituwash rubs off the 
wails upon IIil' liainU and clothinj ; cal • 
ciuiiuo doen not. C^alciniiiie— piapared 
kuoliu— can he olitaiuud at aluiMSt any 
lirug store at trilling cost. To fropaio 
it tor use place it iu a vessel uf uiitjibio 
tize, theu scald it with auflicuua water 
tu make it the I'ouaiateucy ot' luiliuu.-ili ; 
lut it {jartially cool; then tliii; dovu witli 
bUniiiued milk to the proper cuu'iiluni-.'.

nibli.'il every time to insure iibrisk cir- 
ciilalion, than which uolliiig can be 
uioiv utTectual iu promoting a trauspar- 
eut ai'd soft surface. If eugiged in any 
accidental pursuit which mty hurt th(< 
color of the bauds, or if thef hnvo been 
I \noMed to the sun, a little lemon juice 
will restore their whitenes.s or the time, 
aud lemon soap is proper to wash theui 
with. Aln'.ond paste i.s of eiaeutial serv- 
ice in preserving the doli.'acy of the 
hands. The following is i serviceable 
pomude for rubbing the hiuds on retir- 
nig tu rest i Take two ouaces of sweet 
idmuuds ; beat with thvei drachms of 
white wai and thi'eo drtrhms of sper- 
maceti ; put up carefully iu rose water. 
Gloves should alway.s be vorn on expo- 
sure to the atmosphere. 



An Outside Whltsuash. 

Few people know hov easily white- 
wash is made, aud how valuable when | 
properly applied. It not only proventa I 
the decay of wood, but Is greatly cou- ' 
ducive tu tlie healthfulness of buildings, | 
whuther wood or stone. Out-buildlngs | 
aud fences, when not paoited, should oe I 
supplied once or twice a year with a I 
good coat of whitewasn, which should I 
be prepared in the following way : 

Take a clean, water-tight barrel, or \ 
other suitable cimk, aucT j)ut into it | 
about half a bushel of lime ; slack it | 
by poimng water over it boiling hot, ; 
nud put in u snfilcient quantity of wat^er ., 
'to cover it five inches deep, and stir il , 
briskly until tlujiuughly slacked; when ■ 
the slacking has been thoroughly of- 
ftH:ted, dissolve it iu water, aud add two 
pounds of sulj^bale of zinc and common 
salt. These will cause the wash to , 
harden aud prevent its cracking, whioh 
gives an nuHightly appeoranco to the | 
work, ! 

If desirable, a boantiful cream color j 
may be given to tha above wash by add- i 
ujg three iiouud.-i of j-ellow ochre ; or a | 
Kood peaii by had, lamp, vine or ivy j 
liluek. For f.iwu color, add four pounds 
of umber, Turkish or American — tlio 
I utter is tho cheaper- one ixiiind of In- j 
dion red, one pound of common lamp- 
lilaolc.

3Ir. Drake stated that the plaintiti' ar- 
rived in Victoria on the IHth duly, and 
his blankets and other articlus were seized 
by the ilefcndunt for .school-tax oil the 
19th of July. He presumed the faet.s 
would not be disputed. The ease would 
turn on the cons* rnct ion of the .-Xct under 
which tlie tax was collected. 

Ah Jim sworn — .Arrived mi the Blth of 
.Inly and on the I'.Hh Mr. Shakespe.'ire 
asked him for Mchoid-ta.x; when he was on 
his way to New Westminster. 

Cross examined by Mr. Hett— Witnes.s 
went back to China in 1880; had lived 
hero six or seven years before that ; had 
potd titxes to Mr. Shakcspenro before he 
went back to China; had been in "NHctoria 
since 13th July; had been in this ciiy six 
days when the .seizure was made. 

To the Chief Justice -Was b.iiii in 
Canton, and came to Victoria about ei','lit 
years ago. 

This was the plaint ill's case. 
His Lordship remarked that as to facis 
the case was a simple one. The plaintiti 
had lieen a resident for .several years. 

Mr. Hett then read claiL-,c.-. oi' the .\rt. 
and the proclaniaticni giving that .\ct 
force on tlie '_'nd .hily last. His eon.->ti lu 
tion of the .\et was that a residence fur 
any portion of tlu> year was sutlicienl ; 
that in this case the plaintill had been a 
resident for many years ami had [laid 
taxes to the defendant before. The 
learneil counsel i|Uoted authoiitie.s on the 
ipicstion of residenco. 

Uis Lordship remarked that it would not 
bo unconstitutional for the local legisla- 
ture to collect a tax from every individual 
immediately after landing in this Proviuce 
He would say nothing, however, as to the 
fairness of s'lch a tax. 

.^Ir. Mutt tlunight there conid be no 
doubt as to the legal residence of the 
lilaintitr, no attempt h.td been made lo 
contradict that fact. 

N. Shakespeare sworn Rccollecled ap- 
[ilying to Ah .lim for the school-tax in 
July; asked for the [irodiiction of a tax 
receipt from plaintill'; asked him for bis 
school-tax; ho had no tax paper; lie was 
going to New Westminster; refused to 
[i.ty the tax, and was told that if he did 
not pay his goods would be .seized; having 
again ref used • witne.s.s took po.sse.ssion of 
Ilia blankets; the goods were replevin 
next morning. 

Cross examined by Mr. Drake -.Ah 
.Fim was on his way to New Westminster 
when the goods v.'ero seized; did ii'it 
show any authority for collecting th« tax. 

His Lordshiii enquired of tlio witne.ss i( 
he would stop a man cniiiing on a visit to 
the country; tlio governor of \N a.shiiigton 
Territory, for instance — and ask him for 
his school-tax, and if not paid would h>' 
seize his watcher portmanteau' for pay 
ment / ' . ' • ^ " . 

Witness— I would not ao^ construe t he 
Act. 

Mr. Hett said he bad proved thai .Mr. 
Shakespeare was the collector. 

I\Ir. Drake remarked that the collei'tor 
shoiiKl lake an interpreter with him and 
put the language of the .\ct into that of 
the party he wished to collect from. 

The Chief Justice said he would take 
it for granted that Ah Jiin was over 18 
years of age. With many foreignera, par- 
ticularly with ChineHc, tliore was always 
an nitentiuu uf going home, and perhaps 
ill this case the plaintifT might bo intend- 
ing lo go home again and was only here 
temporarily. A Frenchman might remain 
here for a number of yeai-s, go home loav- 
ing property and return lioro again, sell 
off his property and go aw.^y for good, and 
yet nut be a resident. iMaiiy dilliculties 
mighl arise under the .Act.

Henry Mansell deposed that to the best 
uf his know ledge there was no other house 
that imported that brand of goods; ho had 
many similar ones; could not tell if ho 
l\ad lost any shoes as ho had such a quan- 
tity of them; but to tho best of his belief 
they were his property. 

A. Aaronsoii, sworir. — The prisoner 
came to his [dace of business on Saturday 
last with the boots produced; ho advanc- 
ed liiin one dollar uii tl-.cm.

— It 
having becomenecesaary tomako npecu- 
liar opening to facilitate the escape of 
thepu.s, we took advantagoof the improv- 
ed condition of the ])resideiit this inoni- 
iiig. lie wa.i etherized; tho incision 
extended downward and forward, and 
a counter opening made into the track 
of the ball below the margin of the 
13th rib which, it is believed, will ef- 
fect the desired object. He bore the 
oiieration well and has now recovered 
from the efl'ects of the etherization and 
ia in excellout couditien. (.Signed) 
Dr. Bliaa and others, 

Washincto.n, Aug. 8, 1 1 p. m. — Tiie 
necessity for the operation which was 
performed upon the president this 
morning became ajiparent to tlie sur- 
geons yesterday when tiic}' found the 
drainage tube of the size hitherto used 
could no longer be paKsed along the 
track of the ball between the rili.s. 
The process of granulation at that 
point iiad gone so far as to partially 
clo.se the orifice ami tho rib.s pre- 
vented the pushing aside of fle.sii 
which was healing between them 
so that the tube could not be intro- 
duced. The result of thi.s state of 
things was that pus formed in the 
deeper parts of the wound rather faster 
tliau it could escape through tho half 
obatructcdo])oning between theribs,and 
its gradual accumulation began to 
cause disturbance. It was therefore 
decided to make a new opening into 
the track of bullet bplow the 12th i ib so 
that tho ribs should no longer prevent 
the keeping open of the wound by the 
solid backing which they afforded to 
tho graulating flesh between them 
and the operation was performed at 
request of the other surgeons by Dr. 
Agnew. As soon '"as the patient had 
been put under the influence of ether 
a long and .slightly curved in.stru- 
ment was introduced into the wound, 
[lushtul between ribs and carried down- 
ward along the track of the bullet until 
it's end could be felt below the last rib 
from the outside. Holding this in- 
strument in the wound as a guide, 
I^r. Agnew then make [a, cdunter in- 
cision below the 12tli' rib cutting 
directly through the integument 
until his knife met the end of tho first 
mentioned instrument. The operation 
was not a diflicult or dangerous ono. The 
patient bore both it and the e^heriisation 
extremely well. There is now an open- 
ing to de^or parts of Uie wound which 
does not pass between the ribs and which 
can always bejkcpt free and unobatructed; 
no further trouble from tho accumulation 
of pus is antioipatcd. Since tho opera- 
tion the patient has rested quietly atid is 
imw .asleep. His pulse at this hour is 100 
and he has neither fever nor any other 
unfavnr.ible symptoms.

A BYLAW to Authorize the Salu of 
Lands -within the City nf Victoria, 
upon which 'Lixca )i:ive boeii ihu' and 
in .Srrciir for Tliroe Yeara.

(HERE AS IT IS EXPEDIENT 
that all lands or parcel of lands with- 
in tho City of Victoria upon which taxes 
have been due and in arrcar for three 
years shall be sold and tho proceeds ap 
plied in the reduction of such taxes; 
Bb it BNAdTED therefore by the Mayor 
: and Council of tho Corporatinn of tbe 
City of Victoria: 

1. Tho Assessor and Ccillector of ilie 
Muuicipal Council of the City of Victoria 
is hereby authorized and directed, when- 
Boever taxes on any land have been duo 
for three years preceding the Fifteenth 
day of July, 1881, to submit to tliu Mayor 
of the City of Victoria a list, in duplicati!, 
of all the lands liable under the provi- 
sions of this Bylaw to be sold for taxeii, 
with the amount of arrears against each 
lot set opposite to the same; and tlm 
!Mayor shall authenticate such lisls hy 
afilxing the Seal of tho Corporation and 
his signature, and oiic of such lisl.i lihall 
bo deposited with the Cloik of the Cur- 
poration and the other shall be returned 
to the Assessor and Collector witli a wui - 
rant thereto annexed under tlii' li.'uid of 
tho Mayor and the Seal of llie lJ"i'|ioi-a- 
lion, commanding hiui to levy upon tiic 
land for the arrear.n due lliercoii, with hi i 
ciosts. 

2. It shall not be the duly <>[ llio .\h- 
aesaor and Collector to make entpiiry be- 
fore efl'ecting a sale of lands for taxes to 
ascertain whether or not tliei-o i.s any di.s- 
tress uxkju tho land, nor iiliall he be 
bound to enriuire into or form anj' opinion 
of the value of the land.

5. Tho .'\s3c.s8or and Collector shall, at 
least three months before the time of sale, 
also deliver to or deposit in the l'o.st(jHioe 
to tho address of Ihe owner ol' .such pro- 
perty which ia to be isold for taxes :i afore- 
s3id{..or tO' the agent of such owner, a no-
